Tsking es his subject the business en­ 
terprise of whioh Janesville hee talked 
bo mush of late, Mr, Elliott had pre 
face! his argument by telling of the days 
when dirt and poveity were considered 
necessary to religious living, and when 
all who enjoyed the oomfoits of life were 
aet down aa lost. It waa during the Cru­ 
sades when Templars were brought in 
oontact with the civilisation of the east 
that

learned. 
A few learned that not poverty, but 
wealth, not aelf denial, but self help, not 
ignorance, but knowledge, was the gos­ 
pel that led man up to manhood—the ^ 
whatever heaven, hanger mid nakedest^ 
and scourging and celibacy might prom­ 
ise when life is over, the real heaven, 
concerning which there|oan be no doubt, 
bat whioh mao may possess and oooupy. 
oomea through commerce, industry and 
knowledge. 
“But what has this." said Mr. Elliott, 
pausing,

It occurs to me that all business re • 
lotions will ad] ast themseves soc ar ding 
to ^the exigencies and circumstances of 
the age in which they exist, and if the 
English capitalist finds that it is more 
profitable to invest in American influe­ 
nce than in English, it is certainly bis 
right to do bo; aud as long aa wa eau de­ 
mand larger profits on oar goods tasn 
the English, we o&n usj En glish capital 
to advantage in our industries. 
“But The People’s Syndicate baa an 
element in it tbs! is vastly superior to 
this. it is not a body of capitalist?, look­ 
ing for a better investment than consols 
for themselves, but a body of men (and 
women too, I hope) who are bent on in­

not 
alone their own in ­ 
comes,

to health, ‘ bom • people say money won’t 
buy health, but it will.”

Chatto was chief scout uf 
der Crook, and still wears a medal pre­ 
sented to him by the government for his 
services. Yet he was the most danger­ 
ous foe of the whites, and there is posi­ 
tive evidence that just before he, Geron- 
thejaw part-11 na®, and others were transferred from 
the Apache reservation to Florida they 
were planning a fresh outbreak which 
would have cost more lives than any pre­ 
vious raid. Chatto Is more dreaded in 
Arizona than Geronimo. He headed a 
raid in which Judge McComas was 
killed. His band marked their path 
through Arizona and New Mexico with 
ninety murdered and mutilated victims. 
Prominent army officers to-day said: 
“ If these Apaches are sent to Fort Sill, 
Indian Territory, they can reach the 
mountains of Arizona and New Mexico 
inside of ten days. There are no troops 
~ stop them and if they are let loose In 
Indian Territory life and property In 
Arizona and New Mexico will not be 
safe. As Fort Sill Is one of the unhealth­ 
iest posts In the country it is difficult to 
see why it should have been chosen.”

N ew Y ork, Jan. 27.—The minds of 
many people were made easy to-day by 
the arrival In port of twelve overdue 
steamships, many of which had been 
given up for lost.

was the Sir William Armstrong, from 
Bremen, which had been given up many 
days ago.

MINOR NOTES. 


W ashington, Jan. 27.—The report of 
Civil Service Commissioner Roosevelt oh 
the recent Investigation into alleged vio­ 
lations of the civil-servlce rules In 
the New York custom-house was made 
public to-day. In the Surveyor’s office 
Commissioner Roosevelt found that a 
large number of assistant weighers were 
carried on the rolls and employed when 
needed and that owing to the large 
number no appointments of assistant 
weighers ever occurred. Hd also found 
that these temporary weighers generally 
were put to work on the recommenda­ 
tion of promihent ward political leaders; 
also that certain temporary assistant 
weighers are engaged at clerical duties 
and that others are appointed as labor­ 
ers at $2.50 per day and detailed as 
clerks. These actions, he claims, are in 
violation of the law and should not be 
continued, and show that the customs 
service needs a reclassification. 
The investigation into the subject of 
political assessments prior to the last 
Presidential election was quite thor­ 
ough. In th) naval office, under Mr. 
Bart, the commissioner states that the 
law was observed absolutely, both in the 
letter and spirit. 
In the collector’s 
office, under Magone, the report says 
that there were apparently efforts to 
evade the law by persuading or forcing 
Republican clerks to contribute, but it 
was not always successful. No coercion 
was used, however, and many clerks de­ 
clined to contribute and were not mo­ 
lested for so doing. In the surveyor’s 
office, under Mr. Beattie, contributions 
were universal, Democrats giving of their 
own accord and the Republicans being 
forced by threats, covert Intimidations, 
and other like means. AU contributed, 
but the commissioner does not charge 
Beanie with complicity in this wrong 
doing. The remainder of the report 19 
devoted to the commissioner’s views of 
political contributions. He does not be­ 
lieve over ten per cent of the govern­ 
ment employes contribute freely, but do 
so mainly with the desire to better their 
places or for fear of losing them. Tho 
commissioner states that his belief i9 
that at least 90 per cent of the money 
collected for political purposes from mi­ 
nor government employes represents 
limply so much blackmail.

NEW EXTRADITION 
TREATY. 


Fropeied Convention Between England 
aad th* United State*. 
W ashington, Jan. 27.—The new ex­ 
tradition treaty negotiated by Secretary 
Blaine with Great Britain, now pending 
In the Senate, has leaked from that 
official reservoir and is published to-day. 
Secretary Blaine and Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote have agreed upon the following 
crimes in addition to those already in­ 
cluded In the present agreements as ex­ 
traditable: Manslaughter, counterfeit­ 
ing of money, embezzlement of money 
or other valuable articles, fraud by 
bailee, banker or agent or officer of a 
similar character, perjury or suborna­ 
tion of perjury, rape, abduction, chUd 
stealing, kidnaping, 
burglary, house 
breaking, or shop breaking, piracy, re­ 
volt or conspiracy to revolt on ship­ 
board at sea. Political crimes are not 
extraditable and no person surrendered 
can be tried for crimes of a political 
character. 
No person extradited shall be tried for 
any other crime committed before extra­ 
dition except the one he is extradited for 
until he has had a chance to return to 
the country he was extradited from. 
All articles seized in the possession of a 
person extradited shall be given up 
when the extradition takes place unless 
a competent authority of the State be­ 
comes custodian, lf several States de­ 
mand extradition of the same person the 
State making the application first shall 
have priority. A fngitive convicted of 
an extraditable crime, and who escapes 
after conviction, shall be surrendered on 
the evidence of a court of record of his 
conviction. 
The present convention does not apply 
to crimes a9 specified which shall have 
been 
committed or convictions pro­ 
nounced prior to the date on which the 
convention shall have come into force. 
Accompanying the treaty is a long let­ 
ter from Secretary Blaine to the Presi­ 
dent recommending its ratification and 
explaining and calling attention to the 
great necessity for providing extradition 
authority for 
the large number of 
crimes for which perpetrators now find 
an easy refuge In the territory of Great 
Britain and the United States.

A Veritable Nest of Thieve* Discovered In 
the Load o f the Cherokees. 
F o r t S m ith, Ark., Jan. 26.—A verita­ 
ble robbers* cave has been discovered in 
the mountain fastnesses of the Flint 
district In the Cherokee nation and the 
robbers themselves ate cow behind the 
bars of the United States jail In this 
city. Country stores and postoffices MI 
along the border have been burglarized 
for a year past and many persons have 
been robbed on the public highways of 
the Cherokee nation.

By 
common proverb we have to believe 
that there is nothing in a name, and so 
parents 
sometimes 
present 
their 
children for baptism regardless of the 
title given them, and not thinking that 
that particular title would be either a 
hindrance or a help. 
Strange mis­ 
take. 
You have no right to give to 
your child a name that is lacking 
either in euphony or in moral mean­ 
ing. 
It is a sin 
for you to call 
your 
child 
Jehoikan 
or Tiglath- 
Pilesor. 
Because you yourself may 
have an exasperating name is no 
reason why you should give it to those 
who come after you. But how often 
we have seen some name, filled with 
jargon, rattling down from generation 
to generation simply because some one 
a long while ago happened to be 
afflicted with it Institutions and en­ 
terprises 
have 
sometimes without 
sufficient 
deliberation 
taken their 
nomenclature. 
Mighty destinies have 
been decided by the significance of a 
name. There are men who all their 
life long toiled and tussled to get 
over the influence of some unfortunate 
name. While we may, through right 
behavior, and Christian demeanor, 
outlive the fact that we were baptized 
by the name of a despot, or an infidel. 
or a cheat, how much better it would 
have been if we all could have started 
life without any such incumbrance! 
When I find the apostle in my text and 
in other parts of his writing, break out 
in ascriptions of admiration in regard 
to the name of Jesus, I want to in­ 
quire what are some of the character­ 
istics of that appellation. And oh that 
the Savior himself, while I speak, 
might fill me with Ais own presence, 
for we never can tell to others that 
which we have not ourselves felt. 
First, this name of Jesus is an easy 
name. Sometimes we are introduced 
to people whose name is so long aud 
unpronounceable that we have sharply 
to listen, and to hear the name given 
to us two or three times before we 
venture to speak it. 
But within the 
first two years tho little child clasps 
its hands and looks up, and says 
“Jesus." 
Can it be, amid all the 
families represented here to-day, there 
is one household where the little ones 
speak of “father,’ and “mother," and 
“ brother," and “sister," and not of 
“the 
name which is above every 
name?" 
Sometimes we forget the 
titles of our very best friends, and we 
have to pause and think before we can 
recall the name. But can you imagine 
any freak of intellect in which you 
could forget the Saviour's designation? 
That word “Jesus" seems to fit the 
tongue in every dialect. 
When the 
voice in old ago gets feeble 
and 
tremulous and indistinct, 
still this 
regal word has potent uttei unco. 
Jesus, I lore thy charming name, 
'Tis music to my ear; 
Fain would I sound It out so loud 
That heaven and earth might hear. 
Still further, I remark it is a beauti­ 
ful name. You have noticed that it is 
impossible to dissociate a name from 
the person who has the name. 
So 
there are names that are to me re­ 
pulsive—I do not want to hear them 
at all—while those very names are at­ 
tractive to you. 
Why the difference? 
It is because I happen to know persons 
by those names who arc cross, and 
sour, and snappish, and queer, while 
the persons you used to know by 
those names were pleasant and at­ 
tractive. A9 we can not dissociate a 
name from the person who holds a 
name, that consideration makes Christ's 
name so unspeakably beautiful. 
No 
sooner is it 
pronounced 
in your 
presence than you think of Bethlehem, 
and Gethsemane, and Golgotha, and 
you see the loving face, and hear the 
tendor voice, and feel the gentle touch. 
You see Jesus, the one who, though 
banqueting with heavenly hierarchs, 
came down to breakfast on the fish 
that rou,3h men had just hauled out of 
Genessaret; Jesus, the one who. though 
the clouds are the dust of his feet, 
walked footsore on to the road to Em­ 
maus. Just as soon as that name is 
pronounced in your presence you think 
of how the Shining One gave back the 
Centurion's daughter, and how He 
helped the blind man to the sunlight, 
and 
how He 
made the cripple's 
crutches useless, aud how Ho looked 
down into the babe's laughing eyes, 
and. as the little one struggled to go 
to Him, flung out His arms and around 
it and impressed a loving kiss on its 
brow and said: 
'O f such is the king­ 
dom of Heaven.*1 
Beautiful name— 
Jesus! 
It 
stands 
for love, 
for 
patience, for kindness, for forbearance. 
for self sacrifice, for magnanimity. It 
is aromatic with all odors and accor­ 
dant with all harmonies. 
Sometimes 
I see that name, and the letters seem 
to be made out of tears, and then again 
they 
look 
iiko gleaming crowns. 
Sometimes they seem to me as though 
twisted oui of the straw on which He 
lay, and then as though built out of 
the thrones on which His people shall 
reign. Sometimes I sound the WCrd 
“Jesus," and I hear coming through 
th* two syllables the sigh of Goths 
r: Ud 


To the repenting soul, to the ex­ 
hausted invalid, to the Sunday-school 
girl, to the snow-white octogenarian, 
it is beautiful. The old man comes 
in from a long walk, and tremblingly 
opens the doors and hangs his hat on 
the old nail, and sets his cane in the 
usual corner, and lies down on a couch 
and says to hi9 children and grand­ 
children: 
“My dears, I am going to 
leave you." They say: “Why, where 
are you going, grandfather?” 
“I am 
going to Jesus." And so the old man 
faints away into heaven. 
The little 
child comes in from play and throws 
herself on your lap, and says: “Mam­ 
ma, I am so sick, I am so sick." And 
you put her to bed, and the fever is 
worse and worse, until in some mid­ 
night she looks up and says: 
“Mam­ 
ma, kiss me good-by, I am going away 
from you." And you say: “My dear, 
where are you going to?" 
And she 
says: “I am going to Jesus," 
And 
the red cheek which you thought was 
the mark of the fever only turns out to 
bo tho carnation bloom of heaven! 
Oh, yes; it is a sweet name spoken by 
the lips of childhood, spoken by the 
old man. 
Still further; it Is a mighty name. 
Rothschild is a potent name in the 
commercial world, Cuvier in the scien­ 
tific world, Irving a powerful name in 
the literary world, Washington an in­ 
fluential name in the political world, 
Wellington a mighty name in the mili­ 
tary world; but tell me any name in 
all the earth so potent to awe. and 
lift and thrill, and rouse, and agitate, 
and bless as this name of Jesus. 
That 
one word unhorsed Saul and flung 
Newton on his face on the ship's dock, 
and to-day holds 400,000,000 of the 
race with omnlpdteqt spell. 
That 
name in England to-day means more 
than Victoria; in Germany means, 
more than Emperor William; in Franco, 
means more than Carnot; 
iu Italy, 
means mere than Humbert of the 
present or Garibaldi of the past. 
I 
have seen a man bound hand and fool 
in sin, satan hismard task master, 
in 
bondage from which no human power 
could deliver him. and yet at the 
pronunciation of that one word he 
dashed down his chains and marched 
out forever free. 
I have seen a man 
overwhelmed with disaster, the lasl 
hope fled, the last light gone out 
that name pronounced in hi9 hearing, 
the sea dropped, the clouds scattered, 
and a sunburst of eternal gladness 
poured into his soul. 
I seen a man 
hardened in infidelity, definant of God, 
full of scoffe and jeer, jocose of the 
judgment, reckless 
of an unending 
eternity, at the mere pronunciation o! 
that name blanch, and cower, and 
quake, and pray, and sob, and groan, 
and believe and rejoice. 
O it is a 
mighty name! 
At its utterance the 
last wall of sin will fall, the last tem­ 
ple of superstition crumble, the last 
juggernaut of cruelty crash to pieces. 
That name will first mako all the 
earth tremble, and then it will make 
all the nations sing. It is to be the 
pass word at evefy gate of hono~, the 
insignia on evqry flag, toe battle shout 
in every conflict 
All the million! of 
the earth shall know it 
The red 
horses of carnage seen in apocalyptic 
vision, are to fall back on their haun­ 
ches and the white horse of victory will 
go forth, mounted by Him who hath 
the moon under His feet and the stars 
of heaven for His tiara. 
Other domin­ 
ions seem to bo giving out; this seems 
to be enlarging. 
Spain has had to 
give up much of its dominion. Austria 
has 
been wonderfully depleted in 
power. 
France had to surrender some 
of her favorite provinces. 
Most of 
tho thrones of the world are being 
lowered, and most of the sceptres of 
the world are being shortened; but 
every Bible being printed, every tract 
distributed, 
every 
Sunday-school 
class taught, every school founded, 
every church established, is extend­ 
ing the power of Christ's name. 
That 
name has already been spoken under 
the Chinese wall, and in Siberian 
snow castle, in Brazilian grove, 
and 
In eastern pagoda. That name is to 
swrllow up all other names. 
That 
crown is to cover up all other crowns- 
That Empire is to absorb all other 
dominions. 
AU crlAes shall cease, and ancient frauds 
shall fall. 
Returning Justice lift her scale; 
Peace o’er the world her olive wand extend. 
And white robed Innocence from heaven 
descend. 
Still further, it is an enduring name. 
You clamber over the fence of the 
graveyard and pull aside the weeds 
and you see the faded inscription on 
the tombstone. That was the name of 
a man who once ruled all that tpwn. 
The mightiest namos of the world have 
either 
perished 
or are perishing. 
Gregory VI., Sancho of Spain, Con­ 
rad I. of Germany, Richard L of En­ 
gland, Louis XVI. of France, Catha­ 
rine of Russia—mighty names once, 
that made the world tremble, but now, 
none so poor as to do them reverence, 
and to the great mass of tho people 
they mean absolutely nothing; they 
never heard of them. 
But the uame 
of Christ is to endure forever. It will 
be perpetuated in art, for there will be 
other Bellinis to depict the Madonna; 
there will be other Ghirlandjos to rep­ 
resent Christ’s baptism; there will be 
other Bronzino* to show us Christ 
visiting the spirits in prison; other 
Giottos to appall our sight with t£e 
crucifixion. The namg will bo pre­ 
served in song, for there will be other 
Alexander Popes to write the “h^s- 


jfio Fact that iris so easy a namo, "ai3 
so beautiful a name, and so potent rf 
I name, and so enduring a name, there 
are some people who find no charm 
in those two sylables. Ob. come tl^is 
day and see whether there is anything 
in Jesus. I challenge those of you 
who are farther from God to come 
at) the close of this service and test 
with me whether God is good, and 
Christ is gracious, and the Holy Spirit 
is omnipotent. 
I challenge you to 
come at kneel down with me at tile 
altar of mercy.
